the present farm and was planning big 
improvements. We pressed for more  in- 
formation, and this week there came a 
letter from Mr. Leach. a balding and 
prosperous businessman who runs a con- 
tracting firm in Miami. 

“This new area.” he wrote. “comprises 
633 acres. on which we propose to build 
a standard *4-mile training track with a 
7.-mile chute. starting gate. etc. The track 
will meet all standards of the tracks at any 
of our present racing strips. so that we will 
be able to condition horses at the farm 
and have them ready for racing before 
they leave. We propose to build stable 
accommodations provide training 
facilities for at least 150 horses. which 
feature we will specialize in.” 

Mrs. Leach had told us a little of this 
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on the telephone. “It will be a wonderful 
track.” she had said. “We will have to 
bring in just the right sand and clay. but 
under it will be our wonderful limestone 
base. We'll be able to train horses here.

them to Miami in time to run.” (The air- 
port is a 5-minute drive from Dickey 
Stables. and it couldn't be much more than 
an hour's flying time to Miami.) 

Back to Mr. Leach’s letter: “In addi- 
tion to the training accommodations. we 
propose to build a 30-stall mare barn. a 
30-stall yearling barn. and an 8-stall stal- 
lion barn. We are considering fireproof 
construction. In all likelihood we will 
build a home on the new premises and 
move from our present location.” 

The present location is a rambling. split- 
level. white-frame dwelling 
which stands in a clump of trees facing 
Carl G. Rose’s Rosemere Farm across the 
raad. From Rose the Leaches bought their 
first land in February. 1950. His 600-acre 
farm once was Florida's biggest Thorough- 
bred establishment.

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Notes on How to Dope Horses 


ia lieiate DOPING, Still a Blot on Racing. An 

expert shows how new drugs defy detection, 
making a farce out of the tests used at tracks. By 
Dr. John McA. Kater, former chief scientist for 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau.” 


Read all about it in Life, the magazine with 5 
million circulation. Tells you how the graduates of 
the School of Advanced Rascality are making mon- 
keys out of chemists. Suggests that chemists are 
being made out of monkeys. Provides short course 
in how to dope race horses, for rascats who never 
went to school: apomorphine for morning glories, 
Metrazol for lazy horses, calcium gluconate and cor- 
tical hormones for quitters, adrenaline in oil, trig- 
gered with Benzedrine, for ordinary, run-of-the- 
mine cheating. 

Advises the public that “any smart operator can 
get around the saliva and urine tests.” Gives de- 
tailed instructions for smartening the dumb opera- 
tors. Makes hypocrites out of chemists for not 
publishing a book on what they don’t know. Draws 
a moral: “Racing must get rid of the crooks if it is 
to survive.” 

To be or not to be, that is the question, the man 
says—and perhaps he is right. Of all American 
institutions, horse racing is the one in which the 
public is most thoroughly horrified by the allega- 
tion of any departure from 100 per cent purity. 

This makes for a very sensitive attitude among 
the people in racing. Perhaps they envy the com- 
plete respectability of an institution such as bank- 
ing, where a hundred embezzlers are not enough 
to make people think of banks as something repre- 
hensible, and the persistence of rascally ingenuity 
does not make it imperative for the Federal Reserve 
System to publish a text on how any smart operator 
can get around the bank examiner. 

Against Dr. Kater’s attack the people in racing 
defended themselves as best they could. “Many of 
Kater’s statements are inaccurate, obsolete, or gross- 
ly exaggerated,” said Spencer J. Drayton, president 
of the TRPB. “. .. There is no evidence... to sub- 
stantiate his conclusion that doping is widespread 
and undetected . . . Metrazol is now routinely de- 
tected .. . If Kater or anyone else thinks he can 
dope a horse along the lines suggested in this article 
and get away with it, he had better not try it.” 
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Dr. Roger W. Truesdail, chairman of the exec- 
utive board of the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists, said the Kater article ‘contains many 
half-truths, innuendoes, and completely erroneous 
statements.” 

Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the New York State 
Racing Commission, said: “The general scheme of 
Kater’s paper is one which he has presented to sev- 
eral people here, including myself, that chemists are 
unable to invariably detect drugs in saliva and urine 
of horses, and that that only can be done by phar- 
macologists, of which he is one... Kater’s paper 
is simply the reaction of a man who has failed to 
sell his services .. .” 

The article also is an indictment published for 
millions who will never read a word of the defense, 
or, if they do read, will remain unimpressed because 
the defense will not have 48-point headlines in Life. 
But, while everybody is good and mad over a frus- 
trating situation, there should be some comfort in 
the existing safeguards of racing’s integrity, and 
some concern for the improvement of those safe- 
guards. However much the article is calculated to 
exaggerate the extent of malpractice, it should not 
be dismissed with nothing but refutation and re- 
sentment. 

The struggle between rules and rascals is always 
a running fight, in racing as in anything else. No 
institution operated by large numbers of people can 
ever announce with assurance the complete cessation 
of wrongdoing, Racing has done very well at keep- 
ing doping and other unsavory activity at a mini- 
mum, but no one will claim for racing the unique 
distinction of having exterminated thievery alto- 
gether. The existence of racing should not be predi- 
cated on perfection any more than the existence of 
a police force is predicated on the assumption that 
there must be no burglaries. 

The best refutation of the Kater article is not 
in any attack on the man himself, but in a detailed 
statement of the procedures used in protecting the 
sport against doping, and of the research through 
which new procedures are developed as they be- 
come necessary. Improvement of those procedures 
should be, and is, a primary concern for racing 
authorities. Kater’s blast appears an unduly emo- 
tional attack, but it should be answered with fact, 
not fury. 
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28 Men on Too Many Horses 


Twenty-eight men. representing nearly 
all phases of the Thoroughbred industry. 
answered a call to conference January 30 
at the Biltmore Hotel. Los Angeles. Their 
host: the Thoroughbred Club of America. 
which had organized the meeting to dis- 
cuss the problem of overproduction. or, as 
the Thoroughbred Club preferred to call 
it, the surplus of horses. 

The conference represented the first 
effort to get at the problem on a national 
level. and the conferees responded willing- 
ly. Suggestions were plentiful. and there 
was major agreement on 3 _ resolutions, 
each adopted without dissent. Of particular 
significance was a resolution. proposed by 
Alex Robb and endorsed by Benjamin 
Lindheimer. for a statistical study, the aim 
of which would be to open the whole 
problem to careful, impartial fact-finding. 

Several of those attending read prepared 
statements; others who could not be 
present submitted statements for the 
record. After the reading of these the 
conference was thrown open to informal 
discussion. 

Marshall Cassidy was moderator. Others 
present were John A. Bell III. president

The conference adopted 3 resolutions without a dissenting vote: 

1. It is recommended that horsemen and track management in a given area consult 
and agree upon conditions for the elimination of inferior horses from that area. 

2. It is recommended that sales companies and breeders’ organizations study the 
problem of inferior broodmares consigned to auction sales and devise means of eliminat- 


ing them from production. 


3. It is recommended that a committee be appointed to suggest statistical studies 
of the interlocking problems of racing and breeding, including a study of purse distribu- 


tion.

DR. FRANK R, MENNE 


(President, National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners ) 


In the State of Oregon the influx of 
horses is so great that the barns are filled 
to overflowing. neighboring barns and 
stables are filled with horses that are 
trucked to and from the races. all of 
which leads to an uncontrolled stable area 
that certainly leads to confusion. dis- 
honesty. and illegal practices. I person- 
ally believe that here is at least one of 
the real difficulties that may place Thor- 
oughbred racing in disrepute. 

What. then. shall we do about the prob- 
lem of excessive numbers of horses at race 
meets with  pari-mutuel betting? 

1. Planned. effectve propaganda leading 
to castration of all Thoroughbred stallions 
with poor or so-called “fringe” blood lines. 
the best of the lot being preserved. . . 

2. The courageous refusal of admissions 
to barn areas of collective stables with a 
lot of poor horses and one good or ques- 
tionable one. The basis of take all or none 
should be eliminated. Other steps can be 
taken by racing secretaries as follows: (a) 
refusal to stable horses with no wins and 
many defeats: (b) refusal of horses that are 
sore. broken down. and sick beyond re- 
covery: (c) admission of horses by owners 
that are capable to finance the venture. . . 

3. The establishment of proving grounds 
for selected Thoroughbreds under the guid- 
ance of local Thoroughbred associations—a 
local training track under the guidance of 
a committee selected by the Thoroughbred 


associations of the respective states. This 
could help to determine and establish the 
eligibility of a Thoroughbred to take up 
stall space at legally supervised race 
tracks. 


ROBERT HEBERT 


(Representing West Coast newspapers) 


The question of overproduction seems 
so closely related to minimum purses that 
it can be regulated almost at will. 

But while we are lowering minimum 
purses, there is a trend towards lowering 
the standards of stakes, which is not a 
good thing for racing. I refer to the custom 
which is spreading of writing stakes for 
non-stakes winners. This is a subject. I 
believe. that is indirectly perhaps related. 
but related. nevertheless, to the question 
of overproduction. 

It is a trend that does not seem fair to 
horsemen. or to the public. Under present 
conditions. a trainer with a good 2-year- 
old who ships to Del Mar has the alterna- 
tive of not running his horse all season. 
or winning a stakes and becoming. in- 
eligible for later stakes at a track like 
Santa Anita... 

It would seem better for the owner. the 
breeder. the public. and the tracks to 
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penalize a colt 5 pounds or more for win- 
ning a stakes. but not to rule him out of 
the next stakes completely. Give him the 
choice of running with more weight if he 
chooses. .. 

We are forcing inferior horses to be- 
come stakes winners. and there will be 
nothing in the record books to point out 
that they didn’t walk in, that they backed 
into the hall of fame. The same amount 
of money can be given to the same horses 
in other races, not stakes. Let us save those 
races for our champions. 


MAX HIRSCH 


(President, American Trainers Associa- 


tion) 


1. With the co-operation of the HBPA. 
the American Trainers Association and all 
of the race tracks, especially those under 
the TRA rule, that they adopt the provision 
whereby in all claiming races the purse 
shall not be greater than 50 per cent of 
the lowest claiming price set for the race. 

2. Give no fourth monies. except in stake 
races. The winner in all races to get no 
less than 65 per cent of the purse. 

3. Abolish fifth monies altogether. 

4. I would set a date in the not-too- 
distant future, giving the owners a chance 
to adjust their holdings to eliminate the 
hardships of those that have cheap horses. 

I am of the opinion that by abolishing 
the socialistic tendencies in racing. the 
overproduction will take care of itself. 
Give no breeder awards. except when the 
horse is still in the breeder's no- 
minator’s possession. when such races are 
run... 

The sales companies are headed in the 
right direction, but their rules could be 
more effective if they increased the fees 
charged for selling horses that bring less 
than $500 in the sales. 

The Jockey Club could help by raising 
the fee for registering a foal... 


Dr. FranK R. MENNE 
Congestion dangerous. 
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J. J. ISAACSON 


(General Manager, Ak-Sar-Ben) 


Maybe. when all is said and done. the 
matter of surplus horses isn’t such a great 
problem after all... 


CARLETON BURKE 
(Director of racing, Santa Anita Park) 


The scarcity of stalls. or rather the 
extraordinary demand for stalls. at the race 
tracks has caused the breeders and the 
new owners of young horses great concern. 
So. in order that the young horse may 
have an opportunity to demonstrate their 
quality. we at Santa Anita have maintained 
a training program for a number of years 
for the young horses so that they might be 
broken and trained. In this way we can at 
least get some line on their qualifications 
before stalls are allotted for our meeting. 
I think if most of the tracks would be will- 
ing to put on a program of this kind that 
it would be helpful to the breeders and to 
the purchasers of young horses. for they 
would at least know that they would have 
an opportunity for their horses to show 
whether they could run or not. Also. the 
stall committees of the race tracks would 
have some kind of a line on the young 
horses as well as the older ones that have 
a racing history... . 


BRUCE S. CAMPBELL 
(Owner, of Maryland) 


I have 2 or 3 thoughts on the subject. 
One is the rule which our racing council 
in Maryland was influential in getting into 
the condition book, I am quoting from 
same: 

“Any horse 6 years old or older which 
has started 6 times or more during the 
prior calendar year and which has not 
earned at least $1.000 during the prior 
calendar year is ineligible to be entered 
at any Maryland race track unless the

horse has earned at least $1.000 during the 
present calendar year.” 

There isn’t any question in my mind that 
if all the states would put ‘this same rule 
in it would help the situation tremendously 
as there are undoubtedly several thousand 
horses it would cover. If this rule had been 
put in January Ist of last year it would 
have eliminated approximately 6.000 of 
the 24.000 horses that had raced in 1953. 

Another idea of mine is that the breed- 
ers that raise colts for the market make an 
awful mistake in selling all their yearlings 
and not holding a few of them and break- 
ing them on the farm, then turning them 
out and putting them on the market the 
following year as 3-year-olds. . . . If there 
were some way to keep a percentage of 
these yearlings on the farm until the 
following year there is a good possibility 
they would turn out to be winners instead 
of being broken-down 3-year-olds. 


ALEX .BOWER 
(Executive secretary, American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association) 


. . . Between 1939 and 1953, the 
number of racing days increased by 65 
per cent. the number of races increased 
by 77 per cent. but the number of foal 
registrations increased by only 39 per cent. 
To us this seems to show that the sport of 
racing as presented at the tracks has grown 
at a faster rate than horses have been 
produced. In any case, these figures do 
not seem to indicate that overproduction 
is the basic cause of the surplus-horse 
problem, These figures can be confirmed 
in the American Racing Manual. 


You may have noticed what might be 
termed a revolutionary method of catalogu- 
ing which has been generally adopted by 
the sales companies within the last 10 
years or so. The present style is much 
more revealing and much less confusing 
than the old style. and it has done a lot

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toward eliminating inferior animals whose 
records will not stand detailed scrutiny. . 

The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association suggests that the sales com- 
panies might go even further in this 
direction by providing more information. 
For example, instead of simply designat- 
ing a horse as a “winner.” they could go 
so far as to state the amount of money 
won, and the class of races it was won in. 
such as claiming. allowance. handicaps. 
and so on... . 


HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 


(President, Fasig-Tipton Company ) 


Breeders ought to face the responsibility 
of destroying. not selling. old mares and 
worthless producers. Every female put out 
of production is a step in the right direc- 
tion. The odd one that might be a mistake 
means little in the over-all. Breeders also 
ought to geld every male that does not 
appear likely to be, by breeding. in- 
dividuality and general promise. of stakes 
caliber potential. 

Owners and trainers ought to dispose of 
worthless animals, rather than carry them 
on from track to track and season to sea- 
son. 

Tracks should bar all horses which by 
their past performance can be proven of 
little or no value. Politics and favoritism 
in granting stabling should be forgotten. 

A fund, contributed to by tracks. owners 
and trainers (HBPA) in conjunction with 
TRA. to eliminate females of all ages 
would be a step in the right direction. .. . 


NEVILLE DUNN 
(The Thoroughbred Record) 


.... You operators of race tracks and 
you trainers are more to blame funda- 
mentally for a shortage of stalls and there- 
fore a fancied overproduction than the 
men and women who take such great 
financial risk every time they breed a 
mare. It is you race track operators and 
you trainers who permit so many of the 
available stalls at race tracks to be 
occupied by worthless or crippled horses. 
These horses which you harbor even 
though they are no longer physically able 
to race, whether for a short period or 
permanently, prevent the refurbishing of 
the stalls they occupy by younger and 
more raceable material. . . . 


PHIL BIEBER 


(Trainer, New York) 


To the HBPA: In co-operation with the 
various racing commissions and racing as- 
sociations, you should urge for the passage 
of rules that will eliminate. for good. the 
useless horses. . . . Urge that breeders’ 
awards be dropped and that money given 
to the purses where it properly belongs. 
That special weight allowances, special 
races including stakes for locally bred 
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Comments Around the Table 


Some off-the-cuff remarks were illustra- 
tive of the divergent thinking of the men 
around the big conference table. 

Francis Dunne: Horsemen want a high 
minimum purse, but they also complain 
about the differential in purses. as_ it 
discriminates against better horses. The 
minimum purse should not eat up all the 
money. 

Fred Colwill: A $2,500 horse should 
never run for a $2,500 purse. but the 
HBPA insists on more money for cheap 
horses. 

Irving Gushen: Distribution has been 
in my lap for a long time. I have said 
some minimums were too high. The high 
minimum purse was caused by the tracks 
themselves. They wrote condition books 
that looked good. but knowingly included 
races that Houdini couldn’t fill, and used 
cheaper substitute races. The horsemen 
then insisted on higher minimums. The 
minimum scale depends upon the racing 
area. A $4,000 minimum is not too high for 
California. The minimum at Detroit was 
reduced last summer in order to restore 
some balance to the purse programs. 

Dr. Kenneth Darbyshire: Why not base 
purses on the value of the pools to the 
association? 

Charles Leavitt: When you talk about 
cutting the minimum purse you're start- 
ing at the wrong end. The biggest stakes 
should be reduced, and the money spread 
around more. Most of the big purse money 
goes to the tax collectors, anyhow. 

Dana Tasker: The ATBA’s suggestion 
for more detailed cataloguing makes sense. 
A high minimum doesn’t make sense. If 
trainers were responsible for keeping cheap 
horses, they were just kidding themselves. 

Gushen: Let’s not worry about the 
present over-supply of bad horses. Let’s find 
out how it happened and try to do some- 
thing about it. 

Alex Robb: A statistical study of the 
over-supply problem is called for. 

AN 


Benjamin Lindheimer: A good idea; we 
would put up some money for it. We will 
contribute to anything which will aid the 
acceptance of racing. 

Flirsch Jacobs: Set up a fund to buy 
yearling fillies, then cancel their papers. 
On the race track buy marginal mares up 
to 12 years old in order to prevent their 
going to the farm. 

Dr. Frank Porter Miller, after strong 
criticism by several speakers of large 
breeders who sell inferior mares: It is a 
despicable habit to sell old mares. 

Gushen: It is the big breeder who often 
puts up $200 mares for sale. No big breed- 
er should do this. A mare which has out- 
lived her usefulness on a big farm should 
be disposed of in some other way. and her 
papers destroyed. 

Dr. Miller: Let’s license all the farms 
under Jockey Club supervision. 

Bruce Campbell: Let’s license all stal- 
lions. 

Dr. Miller: Set up state Jockey Club 
commissions and judge the farm on physic- 
al equipment and past record and quality 
of horses. 

Jacobs: Quit selling foreign yearlings at 
public sale. 

William S. Evans: We don’t accept them 
in wholesale lots in the summer sales, but 
we accept them in the fall sales, if bought 
by a regular consignor for resale. 

Dunne: Give the stalls to the horses, not 
to the trainer. 

James Stewart: Hollywood Park doesn’t 
turn away more than 250 to 300 horses a 
year. Of 1.300 on the grounds last year, 
950 started. 16 per cent started only once, 
161% per cent started twice, and 1714 per 
cent started 3 times. About 400 horses 
started more than 3 times and did most of 
the racing. 

Oscar Otis: Overproduction is good for 
California; it helps people learn the hard 
way. 

Dr. Miller: Attrition is not working fast 
enough in California. 


horses. cease, since these measures were 
enacted to stimulate breeding, and that 
we in racing are now urging the reduction 
of breeding. 

To the racing associations: While it is 
well known that the 2-year-old race is not 
the best-betting race, you must card one 
such race a day. If it does not fill, an- 
other 2-year-old race should take its place. 
so that one must go each day. Allot your 
stalls, without fear or favor, so that only 
that amount of 2-year-olds will be stabled 
that is needed to fill your program. . . . 
That this program be gradually enacted, 
so that in 2 years it will be in its full 
force. There should be no distribution of 


purses beyond 4th place. This is to dis- 
courage the retention of the bad _ horse. 
Don’t reward mediocrity. Stop all breed- 
ers’ awards, and give the money to the 
owner: it belongs to him. 

To the breeders: You are the prime 
cause of the situation, you have made the 
real profits. and the necessary change lies 
almost entirely with you. ...

Hialeah Park bettors had difficulty picking a 
favorite for the Palm Beach Handicap, second 
sprint stakes of the meeting for older horses. Bless- 
bull, winner of the first, the Inaugural Handicap. 
went to the post at 245-100. Just a few dollars 
behind him were Brookmeade Stable’s entry of 
Capeador and County Clare, at 315-100. and 
Social Outeast at 330-100. 

Blessbull took the lead from County Clare with 
5 furlongs to go and never lost it, although County 
Clare made a race of it until mid-stretch. At the 
eighth-pole Blessbull began to draw clear, and 
Social Outeast, last for 4 furlongs, started a 
drive. Although unable to threaten Blessbull, he 
passed County Clare in the last sixteenth to get 
second. Capeador slipped into third a few yards 
from the finish.

Said Andrew J. Crevolin of Determine’s chances 
in the rich Santa Anita Maturity: “It would take 
the worst kind of racing luck to beat him and this 
is something I don’t expect, particularly in a 
comparatively small field.”

LEGISLATION 


Bill Asks More Revenue 


A bill to increase pari-mutuel taxes was 
introduced in the Oregon House of 
Representatives on January 18. 

According to the current Oregon rac- 
ing law. pari-mutuel take-out is 15 per 
cent. The State takes 3 per cent of the 
daily handle up to $66.000. 4 per cent of 
the next $67.000. 5 per cent of the second 
$67.000. and 6 per cent of all over $200.- 
000. 

The proposal now before the legislature 
would give the State 5 per cent of each 
day’s handle to $133,000. 6 per cent of the 
next $67.000. and 7 per cent of all over 
$200.000. 

Hearings on the bill were to be held this 
week. William P. Kyne. principal stock- 
holder in Portland Meadows. Oregon’s 
only one-mile track. said he would protest 
the change. 


Pennsylvania Eyes Racing Again 


Two bills to legalize pari-mutuel betting 
on horse races were introduced in the 
Pennsylvania House of Representatives on 
January 25. Supporters of both claimed 
revenue from horse racing was the best 


way to feed an undernourished State 
treasury. 
The sponsors were Francis X. Muld- 


owney. of Philadelphia. and H. D. Max- 
well. of Westmoreland. Both are Democrats 
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serving under the first Democratic gover- 
nor in 16 years. The biggest hitch: the new 
governor. George M. Leader. says he 
doesn’t want horse racing. 

One bill calls for a State pari-mutuel 
tax of 6 per cent. the other for 4 per cent. 

Shortly after introduction of the bills. 
the Pennsylvania State Association of 
County Fairs approved a resolution call- 
ing for a state-wide referendum on_pari- 
mutuel betting. State Sen. John H. Dent. 
Democratic minority leader. said he ap- 
proved. 

“The decision of whether horse race 
betting in Pennsylvania should be legalized 
is not exclusively a decision for the State 
legislature. It is the privilege of the people 
to be allowed to make up their own minds 
on this question by way of a referendum.” 
said Dent. 


“We Haven't Come to That” 


Two bills to legalize pari-mutuel betting 
on horse racing have been introduced in 
the Connecticut legislature. but the chance 
for either bill becoming law appears 
slight. Democratic Governor  Ribicoff 
said. “The State is not in such bad shape 
financially that we have to have horse rac- 
ing and betting. If one of the bills is 
passed by the legislature. I will veto it.” 

In 1935 a similar bill passed the legisla- 
ture but was vetoed by the late Gov. Wil- 
bur L. Cross. 


Atlantic City had applied 
for 2 meetings, but chairman Thomas J, 
Brogan decided in favor of opposition from 
Monmouth Park and the merchants’ divi- 
sion of the Atlantic City Chamber of 
Commerce.

Hollywood’s 53-day meeting will be 
extended only one day. to July 25. but the 
track will race on May 17 and June 1. 2 
days which were to have been dark under 
the original schedule. Del Mar. which will 
open on July 26, also applied for a 3-day 
extension, but the board rejected the 
application. 


West Virginia Dates 


West Virginia’s 3 race tracks have been 
granted 232 days of racing in 1955, 
Wheeling Downs. at Wheeling. will have 
107 days. Charles Town will have 96 days, 
and Waterford Park, at Chester. will have 
29 days. The West Virginia State Racing 
Commission said dates in October were 
being held open for Waterford Park in

Boys, Inc., Wants MRA Track 


DETROIT 
Many dollars will flow to Michigan charities. and horse racing will benefit, 
too, 
That's what George Haggarty. vice president and legal counsel of the Michigan 
tacing Association. said about the proposed sale of the MRA’s Detroit Race 
Course to Texas oilmen Clint Murchison and Sid Richardson. 


Tax experts of the Internal Revenue Bureau have been asked to approve the 
transfer of the track to a charity organization founded by the Texans last year 
avd named Boys. Inc.. of America. Approval is expected in 30 to 60 days. al- 
though Haggarty says that it is possible the plan may be rejected. The deal is 
the same one the Texans made last summer when they acquired Del Mar in 
California and set it up as a non-profit track. 

While the ownership would change. the management would not. E. E. Dale 
Shaffer. president of the MRA. would remain as director of racing, Haggarty 
would continue to handle financial matters. and general manager Bob Leavitt and 
racing secretary Charles McLennan would be retained to run the track and racing 
affairs. 

The immediate return to charities would be small. Although Murchison and 
Richardson are 2 of the country’s richest men, they are borrowing the money to 
buy the track. an action that’s ordinary in such large deals. According to 
estimates. it would take them 5 to 7 years to pay off an estimated $5.000.000 and 
curing these vears the payment to charities would be limited. 


Once the millionaires had paid for the track. Boys. Inc.. would turn over 60 
per cent of all profits after taxes to Michigan charities and 30 per cent to other 
charities. Ten per cent would be kept to pay operation costs. 


How does Haggarty envision benefits to racing? “Actually it will mean that 
management has more latitude.” he explained. “We've had a long-term plan and 
we will continue with it without changing our policies. We can. however, achieve 
some of the things we had been striving for much sooner now.” 


For instance. a $100.000 stakes race could become a reality sooner. With a 
limited ownership (MRA now has 200 shareholders) questions of investments for 
expansion could be decided more readily. 


“The 10 per cent set aside for operating the track under Boys, Inc.. is large 
enough.” said racing commissioner James Inglis. “so that there will be some 
funds available for improvements each year, as I understand it.” The commissioner 
said that he “enthusiastically” approves the objectives of the plan. 


Under the deal the State of Michigan would continue to receive its 6 per 
cent of the betting receipts: but the Federal government would lose the income 
tax the track pays on its earnings. and this amount would go to charities interested 
in the care and development of youth. 

“In a relatively few years.” Haggarty said, “the plan should provide between 
$500.000 and $1.000.000 for Michigan charities alone.” 


The sale would enable MRA stockholders to get back their original invest- 
ment with a small profit. When the track was organized in 1949, it was capitalized 
for $4.750.000. No MRA stockholders would have any stock in Boys. Ine., but 
Haggarty and Shaffer probably would become trustees of the charity organiza- 
tion along with Murchison and Richardson. 


In racing circles, the MRA is considered a sound operation. Its directors and 
stockholders have been conservative about paying dividends in the track’s early 
years. The first dividend. 5 per cent on the preferred stock. was paid 3 years 
after the track opened. One other dividend has been declared since then. 


Last summer the MRA negotiated a deal for the purchase of the track’s 
property by a Detroit investment group. The price was $3.500.000 with the MRA 
leasing the track for horse racing. The deal fell through when the investment group 
defaulted, and Haggarty was in the process of dickering with Murchison and 
Richardson before the summer was out. 

Plans by the Michigan Racing Foundation for a special 10-day charity meet- 
ing at the MRA track this year, and a lease for harness racing by the Wolverine 
Raceway would be unaffected by the sale. At CorrMaNn

New Racing Foundation Plans 
Stallion Station, 4-H Activity 


Detroit 
Thoroughbred breeding needs a helping 


hand in Michigan. and horsemen here 
hope to give it one through the Michigan 
Racing Foundation. 

“It is our sincere desire.” Dr. Harry W. 
Lindy told racing commissioner James H. 
Inglis. “to be given the opportunity to show 
the entire Thoroughbred industry in the 
United States that. with help. Michigan 
can sustain and flourish and take its 
rightful place in the multi-million-dollar 
breeding economy of the nation. We see 


no reason why under (our) program 
ichigan cannot raise a bulk o e 
Michig not rai i bulk of th 


product that eventually races here.” 

Under the auspices of the foundation. 
owners and breeders throughout the State 
propose to finance their ambitious program 
with funds from an annual 10-day race 
meeting. This special racing. which 
originally was to have been divided even- 
ly between Detroit's 2 Thoroughbred 
tracks. now would be held entirely at the 
Detroit Race Course. 

E. E. Dale Shaffer and George Haggarty. 
president and vice president of the Michi- 
gan Racing Association. saw the potentiali- 
ties of the horsemen’s idea from the start 
and offered their track for the project. As 
a breeder and owner. Shaffer realized what 
a lift Michigan breeding would get. 
Haggarty. who does a great deal of work 
with 4-H groups and organized charities. 
saw a chance to tie in these different forces 
to the benefit of horse racing. 

Hazel Park. on the other hand. was 
skeptical and dallied so long without mak- 
ing a decision that the horsemen turned 
completely to the more co-operative MRA. 

The details now are in the hands of 
commissioner Inglis. He expects to act on 
the foundation request shortly. and all 
indications are that he will approve it. 
Ever since the horsemen approached him 
a year ago. Inglis has been favorably 
impressed. For the last 90 days. during 
which the foundation was finally estab- 
lished. its members have worked closely 
with the commissioner's office. The chief 
consideration: the foundation must be set 
up as a bona fide charity. 


FORMAT. Inglis is being asked to pass 
on the Michigan Racing Foundation 
(MRF) as a_ non-profit corporation 
organized by representatives of 3 groups 
—the Children’s Hospital of Michigan. 
the Boys’ Committee of Detroit. and 
the Michigan Thoroughbred Foundation 
(MTF). All 3 would share equally in the 
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money raised at a special 10-day race meet. 
The Children’s Hospital and the Boys’ 
Committee. which works with youth groups. 
would put their share to obvious uses. 
That leaves the Thoroughbred founda- 
tion. which has been the key foree in 
organizing the racing foundation. Its of- 
ficers are Dr. Lindy. president of the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Owners Associa- 
tion and president of the Michigan HBPA; 
William O. Bridge. president of the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion; and Carney Matheson. owner of 
Dama Farms. near Howell. and legal 


counsel for the horsemen. 
Although they would draw major help 
from local horsemen such as Ray Grundy,

Audrey Gabel. Charley Kranz. Tremon Me- 
Dermott. Arthur Rose. Leo Hertsberg. and 
Charley White—each an HBPA committee- 
man—it was emphasized that the under- 
taking was strictly a Michigan affair with 
no official connection with the HBPA. 

Here’s how the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Foundation was explained to me: 

“We would bring into Michigan the 
best type of racing stock for breeding 
purposes to effect strong 
economy. 

“We would establish a stallion station 
along scientific with the 
equipment and personnel to operate it. 

“We would establish and maintain a 
close relationship with the Michigan State 
College School of Veterinary Medicine (at 
East Lansing) and utilize the services of 


breeding 


lines proper 


Dr. William Reilly. head of veterinary 
surgery. 

“We would establish scholarships for 4- 
H groups to encourage them to breed 


Thoroughbred stock as part of their 
various breeding programs. We would 


further set up a class for these groups at 
our annual yearling show and have a 4-H 
yearling sale at the same time. affording 
them a market for their product. 

“We would set up a program of educa- 
tion to stimulate Thoroughbred breeding 
by farm groups throughout the State in 
an effort to make Thoroughbred breeding 
a part of the agricultural economy. 

“We would encourage Michigan farmers 
to continue producing their fine grade of 
hay and grains as well as scientifically 
expand this program to assume an ample 
supply for this enlarged breeding pro- 
gram.” 

The accent education and 
research. but the Thoroughbred Founda- 
tion didn't stop there. It proposed to hold 
agricultural fairs and set up breeding 
establishments for the improvement of the 
breed. 

Dr. Lindy set a lofty goal: a challenge 
to the breeding industry of Kentucky. 

“It may seem like a far-fetched idea 
now. he said. “It may never happen, but 
were going to try. We think we have the 
basic materials. and now we're going to 
have the incentive. the proper guidance. 
the physical setup and the scientific know- 
how to nurture and develop breeding. 
Other states have begun to make inroads 
on Kentucky's monopoly of Thorough- 
bred breedings. and we are going to try. 

“At one time. Dr. Reilly tells me. Michi- 
gan was the leading center for the breed- 
ing of large-footed horses. There’s no 
reason why we shouldn't be able to do 
the same with small-footed horses.” 

As spokesman for the Thoroughbred 
foundation. Dr. Lindy spelled out other 
of his group’s ideas. 

At the proposed stallion station, 2 or 3 
good sires would be made available to 
Michigan breeders at a nominal fee. The 
station would be patterned after Lou 
Doherty's place near Lexington. but on a 
much smaller scale. of course. Several 
good mares would be purchased by the 
Thoroughbred foundation as permanent 
boarders. and there would be facilities for 
boarding visiting mares temporarily. 

“Our breeding program. together with 
our progress on the actual racing front. 
would create a real market for Michigan- 
bred Thoroughbreds.” Dr. Lindy said. 

“We already have a futurity. In fact. 70 
mares were made eligible for the 1957 
running at the Detroit Race Course—a 
really remarkable response considering our 
limitations so far. 

“Next. we would hope to develop a 
championship for Michigan-bred 3-year- 
olds and then a maturity for 4-year-olds. 
each race with a $10.000 or $15.000 purse 
in time.”

Half-Mile Racing in Maryland 


BALTIMORE 


The future of Maryland’s 5 half-mile 
tracks. which recently asked the Maryland 
Racing Commission to consider lengthen- 
ing their meetings from 10 days to 12, is 
threatened by 2 proposals broached last 
week. These raise a question as to wheiher 
Bel Air, Cumberland, Hagerstown, Marl- 
boro. and Timonium will continue to re- 
main in the racing structure of the Free 
State. 

D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the 
racing commission, made public the far- 
reaching propositions. One is a proposal 
by an unidentified operator of a major 
track in Maryland that the 5 half-mile 
plants be abandoned and that their 50 
racing days be divided among Bowie. 
Laurel, and Pimlico. He would compensate 
the owners by giving them stock in the 
mile tracks. 

The plan would increase the number of 
racing dates at the mile tracks from 100 


Threatened by 2 Proposals 


to 150. Reasoning that the State derives 
$45.000 daily from mile-track racing as 
against $17.000 daily from the minor 


ovals. the unidentified spokesman figured 
that the treasury in Annapolis would profit 
by $28.000 a day for the 50 extra days. 


Speakers for several racing interests in 
the State viewed the bold plan as an 
encroachment on the rights of free enter- 
prise. Dr. Robert Snavely. president of the 
Maryland Half-Mile Tracks Association 
and of the Hagerstown track. said to his 
knowledge there was no consideration for 
abandoning half-mile racing. and that if 
there were. he certainly would know about 
it. 

Edward F. Farrell Jr.. Marlboro  presi- 
dent and former head of the Half-Mile 
Tracks Association, also was surprised to 
hear of the plan. When asked to comment. 
Farrell said, “I’ve never heard any real 
proposal along that line. After all. big 
business has no business buying out little 


business. The way it is now, every little 
section of Maryland gets some racing, and 
that’s the way it ought to be. 

“Of course. if the price is right any- 
thing can be bought, but if the half-milers 
were ended you'd find that the agricultural 
interests would step in and raise Cain, 
There would be more revenue produced for 
the State if the mile tracks got the half- 
mile days. there’s no question about that. 
But a lot of other things have to be 
considered as well as revenue to the State. 


“We just rebuilt Marlboro a couple of 
years ago. and Hagerstown has a new 
plant. too. Bel Air’s plant is big and 
adequate. I can’t imagine scrapping those 
3 tracks. It hardly seems possible.” 


Another plan said to be given considera- 
tion would set up a State agency which 
would spend $5,000,000 for the purchase 
and development of the _ facilities at 
Timonium, site of the State Fair and of a 
10-day race meeting. Principal project 
would be the erection of a mammoth in- 
door sports arena. 

There is no telling what would happen 
to the race meeting if the Timonium plan 
were adopted, but it is a distinct possibility 
that it would be discontinued. 

Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin plans to 
appoint a committee to study the feasibility 
of forming a State Authority to purchase 
the 10l-acre Timonium property located

tively painless. A small but very impor- 
tant market outlet for American industry 
and American farming is the overseas 
market. How about export of some of our 
Thoroughbreds? What we need is proper 
merchandising. public confidence abroad, 
and an enlightened method of keeping the 
expenses of shipping and selling to a 
minimum. These are long words to say 
we have the same problem in the horse 
industry as would any export business. . . 


MARSHALL FEINBERG 

The states. the race tracks. the HPBA, 
and any other organization connected with 
legalized racing. should appoint a com- 
mittee to take the (money from unclaimed 
tickets) and buy a large farm in the 
various states where the races are run,

Lincoln Field Sale Postponed 


By Court Until 


CHICAGO 

The case of Lincoln Fields. now held in 
abeyance until February 14. grows more 
complicated. controversial. and confused 
as time passes. 

More than 2 years have elapsed since 
Peter A. O'Neil, a minority stockholder 
and trust beneficiary. filed suit in the 
Superior Court of Cook County seeking to 
force a sale of 47.988 shares of the race 
track stock held in a trust fund as part 
of the estate of the late Edward J. Fleming. 

There are 112.500 shares. distributed 
as follows: 47.988 in the trust; 33.765 
owned personally by one of the trustees. 
Frances I. Polley; 2.000 held individually 
by the other trustee. Charles Aaron: 28.- 
747 owned by 53 other stockholders in 
blocks ranging from 40 to 3.840 shares. 

O’Neil wants the court to remove the 
trustees and to sell the trust shares to 
the highest bidder. The trustees have 
indicated a willingness to sell their 
personal holdings and those of the trust. a 


February 14 


total of 83.753 shares. at their own terms 
in a private transaction, They contend they 
have authority to make such a sale under 
the will of Fleming. who was the principal 
stockholder at the time of his death in 
1949, 


Between the conflicting positions of 
O'Neil and the trustees lie the snags on 
which the case hung for months while 
Judge James J. McDermott tried un- 
successfully to bring the litigants to- 
gether for an amicable settlement. The 
judge’s efforts were made first through 
his master-in-chancery. John O’Toole. then 
in the privacy of McDermott’s own chamb- 
ers. and finally in open court. 

On 3 different days last week Judge 
McDermott mounted the bench to proceed 
with the case. Each time the proceedings 
were marked by further delays and. on 
ene occasion. by a considerable display 
of verbal pyrotechnics exchanged by op- 
posing counsel, during which the judge 
seemed to exercise a phenomenal amount 


of patience. He appears now to be saddled 
with the triple roles of Job. Solomon. and 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Before continuing the case until Febru- 
ary 14 the judge warned the litigants he 
would not permit the race track to be 
“kicked around like a football.” 

Thomas D. Healy. attorney for O'Neil, 
had sought to have Judge McDermott 
disqualify himself and grant a change of 
venue. This motion the judge denied with 
considerable emphasis and evident feel- 
ing. declaring he “questioned the plantiff’s 
motive.” He pointed out that much earlier 
in the case. while sitting as chief justice 
of the Superior Court. he had taken charge 
of the litigation himself after 2 changes of 
venue had been granted, one to each side. 

“This is more than a law suit.” the 
judge said. “It involves personalities, old 
friends. new friends.” He thought it also 
involved the future welfare of an impor- 
tant race track. 

The continuance until February 14 was 
granted at the request of the defense. 
Aaron earlier had accused Healy and his 
associate, Charles R. Aiken, of willfully 
delaying the case. and when the motion 
to postpone was made Healy said he wish- 
ed to point out it was not the plaintiff who 
now Was causing a delay. 

When the case is resumed on February 
14 the first matter for consideration will 
be the plaintiff's motion for a court order 
requiring a public sale of the trust shares

shares in the Lincoln Fields Racing As- 
sociation. 

In the latter event it appears to a 
disinterested observer that a prospective 
purchaser would have to negotiate with the 
53 minority stockholders in addition to 
buying the controlling interests. 

It was for the purpose of buying all 
the 112,500 shares and the entire assets 
of the race track. exclusive of liabilities. 
that John Stelle and William J. Sinek 
made their $3.100.000 bid on January 24. 
Their attorney, Jesse Holland. advised the 
court on January 26 that the bid would 
expire at 5 p. m. that day. It was the only 
bid made public. although there were 
vague and unofficial references to other 
bidders. 

Max H. Gluck. of New York. made it 


known (through O’Neil’s attorneys) that 
he no longer was interested in buying. 
He had been considered a_ prospective 
purchaser of the controlling 83.753 shares. 
The name of Victor Fox. of New York. 
was injected into the case last Thursday. 
but he later told inquirers that he was 
not interested in buying any part of the 
track. 

During an exchange at one of the court 
sessions Healy said he believed there had 
been collusion between the trustees and 
Stelle. Stelle said if his bid were accepted 
the track would pass into the hands of 
people who would know how to operate 
it in the best interests of racing. 

The Lincoln Fields 1955 meeting is 


scheduled to open on May 16. Practically 
nothing has been done in preparation for 
this meeting, either in formulating a pro- 
gram or in connection with any of the 
track’s physical properties, which need 
considerable readjustment.

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Racing Wins in Italy 


The Italian Chamber of Deputies on 
January 21 voted to reduce the State's 
surtax on Thoroughbred racing from 10 to 
2 per cent. and the immediate prospect was 
for the tracks to resume operations. 

The heavy surtax. enacted in November 
to provide more money for winter relief 
of unemployed. proved too big a burden 
for the tracks to carry. and all of them 
announced last month (The Blood-Horse of 
January 8. page 100) that they would 
have to shut down. The immediate effect 
of this was a swelling of unemployment 
rolls through the discharge of track 
employees. 

Early last month Senators and Deputies 
formed a “Save Horse Racing Committee” 
which later succeeded in amending the 
tax bill. The Senate was expected to 
concur. 


Australia, by Jack Bridges 


SYDNEY 

It is nearly 2 years now since a positive 
swab has been detected on Sydney's race 
tracks. and racing people are wondering if 
dopers here may be using a new-type 
stimulant which defies ordinary methods of 
identification. 

The last doping was in April. 1953. when 
2 winners in 2 davs were found to have 
been stimulated. Since then all has been 
quiet. except that a month or so ago the 
Australian Jockey Club reported a swab 
of “suspicious nature.” The AJC never has 
let up on its campaign to eliminate doping, 
and it recently appointed to its analytical 
staff a man who has had experience in the 
U.S. 

RISING FAST. ET AL..That amazing bit 
of horseflesh known as Rising Fast. which 
created a sensation last spring by winning 
the Caulfield Cup and the Melbourne Cup 
will return here soon from his native New 
Zealand. The 5-year-old gelding. by Alonzo 
(by Mid-day Sun) out of Easter. should 
quickly add to his bank account. which now 
stands at £37.390. 

Hydrogen, the present leader with £59.- 
044. was no match for Rising Fast when 
they met in Melbourne last October and 
November. Should Rising Fast win the 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Flemington, a 
race worth £10.000. and the £12.500 Sydney 
Cup. and some other weight-for-age races. 
he could bridge the gap between himself 
and Hydrogen. His trainer, Ivan Tucker. 
predicts that Rising Fast will be the first 
Australian champion to run 114 miles in 2 
minutes on this side of the world. 

I was interested in the running of an 
American-bred horse, a 5-year-old named 
Resound, at a Sydney suburban meeting. 
He is by Bull Lea out of *Hyperion Comet, 


and that is getting close to the blood lines 
of my old favorite. the champion Citation, 
In a 715-furlong minor event Resound, 
starting friendless in the betting, finished 
strongly to take second behind Rillsdale 
—but he had only 105 pounds on his back, 
so maybe he’s not another Citation. Cita- 
tion as a 3-year-old could have licked any 
other 3-year-old in the world, and that in- 
cludes Black Tarquin. winner of the St. 
Leger in England that year. 

I recently mentioned a most promising 
3-vear-old. a gelding named Belbeiys (Nilo 
—Red Wendy). As a gelding he was not 
eligible to run in the classics, and there 
has been some agitation in favor of lift- 
ing the ban against geldings competing in 
classic races in New South Wales. a ban 
which has operated for more than 20 years. 
Phar Lap as a gelding had no trouble in 
winning the Derbys. However. the Austra- 
lian Jockey Club. after full consideration, 
has decided not to lift the ban. This 
surprised most men in Sydney. Many 
breeders. owners and trainers feel that the 
ban should have been lifted years ago. 

Nilo. the sire of Belbeiys. also is the 
sire of Pride of Egypt. which won the 
Victoria Derby and then was rushed to 
Brisbane for the Queensland Derby. in 
which he failed. It was the trip which beat 
him. 

Another English sire. Star Kingdom. has 
captured the imagination of many of us 
by reason of the good speed of his first 
crop of 2-year-olds. Two of them, Kingster 
and Ultrablue won the AJC Breeders’ 
Plate and the Gimcrack Stakes. Star King- 
dom raced well in England between 1948 
and 1950. then was brought here by a 
syndicate. 


New Zealand, by R. L. Paull 


AUCKLAND 

Although Rising Fast made fame for 
New Zealand during his visit to Australia, 
where he won 9 of his 11 races. 8 of them 
in succession, a new star has arisen at this 
end of the Dominion. This is the 3-year- 
old) Somerset Fair, which was bought 
cheaply at the Auckland yearlings sales. 

In past years the National Sales at 
Trentham have dominated the yearling 
markets in this country, and the introduc- 
tion of an annual sale in Auckland has 
not been a very great success. A big per- 
centage of those in the National Sales are 
bred up this way, but it is at Trentham that 
the big prices come. Consequently, breed- 
ers reserve their best for there. 

It was at the Auckland sales, neverthe- 
less, that Somerset Fair was paraded, but 
at that time his sire, Fair’s Fair, an 
imported son of the Fairway horse Fair

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VIEWPOINT FROM BRITAIN 


Danger in Market-Breeding 


by Lt. Col. Sir Charles Leicester 


One of the major changes which has 
slowly crept over the bloodstock world in 
recent years is the increase of breeding for 
sale. This is particularly noticeable in the 
British Isles and is due to the very heavy 
incidence of taxation—and particularly 
“death duties.” The number of wealthy 
owners in a financial position to maintain 
a large stud and to race the products them- 
selves is dwindling rapidly. Moreover most 
of them are by no means young men and 
when they die the State makes extortionate 
inroads into their estates so that only in the 
rarest cases is their successor able to carry 
on. Their stock. which has taken a life 
time to build up. then comes into the open 
market. and much of it passes into the 
hands of the commercial breeder. 

The considerations which rule the breed- 
ing policies of the owner-breeder and com- 
mercial breeder are different. The former 
is not influenced by any fashions in blood 
lines. or by the necessity of producing 
good-lookers for the public market, or by 
other human frailties. He is concerned 
purely with breeding horses for his own 
pleasure. and it can be assumed that this 
amounts only to breeding winners. The 
commercial breeder’s primary considera- 
tion is to produce salable yearlings. In 
order to maintain his reputation he natural- 
ly wishes to breed as many winners as 
possible. but if a yearling sells well but 
does not come up to expectations it is not 
his loss. If he places an ugly duckling or 
unfashionably bred animal on the market 
it is. 

I will first refer to the correct relation- 
ship between performance and good looks. 
I can think of no better guide to this than 
to point out that the present-day Thor- 
oughbred and the present day show Hack- 
ney trace to the same foundation stock. 
Now-a-days their make and shape. method 
of progression. etc.. show no resemblance 
to one another. yet this difference has 
been brought about in less than 200 years. 
a comparatively short period in the evolu- 
tion of any breed. 

In the days gone by the Thoroughbred 
breeder selected from the common founda- 
tion stock those specimens which showed 
ability to gallop at speed. These he set 
aside for breeding. As time went on he 
continually raised his standard, eliminated 
those with knee action. and concentrated 
more and more on galloping pace. On the 
other hand the Hackney breeder of old 
turned his attention to the good, fast trotter 
and gradually evolved the type of Hackney 
we know in the show yard today. 

The race horse has been developed by a 
process of parental selection based on rac- 
ing merit. His beautiful symmetry and 
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balance have come about as they afford 
him the best possible facility for galloping 
at speed with the minimum strain. They 
are the results of the workings of nature, 
man’s part being confined to choosing 
parents with the best record on the course. 

The Thoroughbred is first and last a 
workman. He has never been bred for any 
particular make and shape in the same way 
as a dog fancier breeds a poodle for the 
show bench. If anyone today was so foolish 
as to try and breed Thoroughbreds purely 
for looks and disregarding performance he 
would have no difficulty in doing so, but 
the result would be somethink akin to 
fitting an 8 H. P. engine into a car body 
built for a Rolls Royee. All outward show 
and no motive power. 


It is well known that horses of all shapes 
and sizes win races. yet it is only common 
sense that when an ugly duckling comes 
into the yearling sale ring few feel in- 
clined to gamble on his chances of success- 
fully overcoming his obvious handicaps. 
While no breeder for sale would dream of 
arranging his matings so as to produce 
good lookers irrespective of hereditary rac- 
ing value. he is bound to give probable 
conformation a high priority in his plans. 
On the other hand the owner-breeder, 
breeding for his own racing. is free from 
this consideration and can give his whole 
attention to producing for merit on the 
course in the time-honored fashion. 

I have often noticed when looking around 
studs that in the case of the stud breeding 
for sale the mares are a good-looking lot 
but perhaps a trifle deficient in breeding 
and racing worth, whereas in the large 
owner-breeder establishments not __in- 
frequently the reverse is the case. 

In my opinion breeding for sale en- 
courages the production of good-looking 
yearlings at the possible expense of racing 
merit. somewhat on the lines of the simile 
of the small engine in a large car body. and 
here lies a danger. 

Another material difference between the 
owner-breeder and the commercial breeder 
is that the former can use what sires he 
considers most suitable for his mares. The 
latter cannot: he is bound to use the 
fashionable stallions of the moment to cater 
for the market. The effect of this is that 
sometimes his mares are not mated to 
the best possible advantage. Furthermore. 
the unfashionable stallion which may have 
strong latent propensities of doing well at 
stud is condemned to failure through lack 
of opportunities. 

As example of horses which were failures 
in England and Ireland through lack of 
patronage but were great stud successes 
on transfer to a country where they were 
given a reasonable chance I will cite

No commercial 
breeder at home could afford to use such 
as these even at purely nominal fees as 
their produce were unsalable. 

There also appears to be a_ waste 
occasioned by the necessity of offering for 
sale yearlings whose dams have produced 
winners early in life. The product of a 
beautifully bred mare which has reached 10 
or 1] years of age without foaling a winner 
is a drug on the market. The mare herself 
is then sold for what she will fetch and 
in all probability is put to the third-class 
sire by her new owner. who naturally is 
not prepared to pay a large stud fee for 
an animal whose foals are not in demand. 
Yet this is exactly the same mare which was 
highly prized in a good stud for her first 
few years out of training and has hardly 
completed half her stud life. 

There are innumerable cases of mares 
of class which have in the past failed to 
live up to expectations as broodmares for 
the first few years of their stud careers 
and then produced a smashing good horse. 
St. Simon. The Tetrarch. Pommern. Spion 
Kop. Polymelus were all out of mares 
which produced nothing of note until late 
in life. 

The necessity for ruthlessly weeding out 
comparatively young mares which have 
failed to produce a winner is not a factor 
in the owner-breeder’s calculations. More- 
over, sometimes the failure to produce a 
winner is not the mare’s fault but may be 
due to accidents to her foal. Be that as 
it may. the market does not take kindly to 
excuses. If she has reached early middle- 
life with no winners to her credit a mare 
must go. and once she has been weeded 
out she is unlikely to find a new owner 
who will give her a second chance with 
good sires; so she becomes a write-off. 

Finally. I will mention the losses some- 
times caused by sale yearlings being over- 
nourished. Naturally. every yearling which 
is to have a reasonable chance in life must 
be well done. but it not uncommon to see 
them smothered in fat in the sale yard. 
Even before they go into training this top- 
heavy condition is inviting a break down 
during their gamboling in the paddocks. 
If they are not turned out there is no 
opportunity to develop the muscle and 
strength of sinew which is so necessary for 
a race horse. 

I have now dealt at some length with the 
disadvantages of the practice of breeding 
for sale. The advantages of the system 
far outweight the disadvantages and may 
be summed up by the statement that. if 
there were no commercial breeders. in- 


sufficient vearlings would be foaled each 
year to keep racing going. So their produc- 
tion plays a vital part in the 
development of the Thoroughbred. 
In order that readers may be in 


modern 


position 


to assess the relative merits of the 2? 
systems I have looked up the 15 leading 
breeders of winners for the past 10 years 
in England and Ireland. I find of these 150 


no less than 109 are owner-breeders and 


only 41 commercial breeders. Such results | 


speak for themselves. I have no figures 


showing the numbers of mares in the 


hands of owner-breeders to compare with 
those in commercial breeder's studs. but 
from my knowledge of the British blood. 
stock industry I would say that com. 
mercial breeders own well over half the 


mares in the Stud Book. On the other | 


hand the owner-breeders posses a higher 
percentage of top-class matrons.

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Dollar Equalization 


(From George Vance, Sycamore Acres 
Stables. Midlothian, Ill.) 


I read the article on over-production in 
the December 25 issue with great interest. 
Every one of the gentlemen on the panel 
had something constructive to say. Mostly, 
Iam in agreement with Mr. W. T. Bishop 
when he said. “These things will work 
themselves out.” It is fortunate that this 
article appeared in the same issue with 
“average of foals sold at auction in 1954”, 
It seems to me the figures will help curb 
breeding of unfashionable horses. The 
over-all average is, of course, misleading. 
Take out the Aga Khan yearlings and the 
yearlings by a few of the top sires like 
*Heliopolis. *Alibhai, Citation, ete... and 
the over-all average really would be sorry. 
So. what follows is that the majority of 
breeders that either can’t afford to breed 
to the very top horses, or can’t get sea- 
sons to them for various reasons (mostly 
undesirable mares). will curtail their 
breeding operations drastically. They just 
have to. or go broke. The almighty dollar 
still is the best equalizer. don’t you think 
so? 
Why make so many rules and regula- 
tions that are hard to enforce, and when 


enforced cause a lot of ill will, which 
breeding and racing cannot afford? If 


someone wants to bred what he thinks is 
a good horse and the resulting foal is 
not accepted by the buying public. he'll 
stop soon enough—so let him go ahead. 
For example. look at the average of the 
foals of *Hierocles. certainly one of the 
medium-priced “proven. sires.” Bred to 
mares by *Bull Dog, *Sir Gallahad I], 
Pensive. *Teddy. *Heliopolis. Chance Play 
and *Pharamoud II. his foals averaged 
$1.350.00. Who is going to continue breed- 
ing? Isn't it this sort of thing that will 
stop over-production quicker than all rules 
and regulations. So. why worry. Just keep 
the stud fees of the really good sires up 
there and everything will “come out in the 
wash.” 

I would like to comment on one other 
thing: the proposal of buying up cheap 
yearlings and mares. That’s fine. but the 
idea of sending them to the cannery seems 
unjust and wrong. Thoroughbreds make 
the best pleasure horses. Why not destroy 
the papers and offer them at saddle horse 
sales. There is a_ terrific shortage of 
pleasure horses. young hunter prospects, 
etc. Isn't this a phase of the Thorough- 
bred market that has not been thought of 
much? The saddle horse people naturally 
breed primarily for show purposes. After 
‘keying a young horse and finding it 
won't make the grade as a show horse, 
the next step is, “Well, he'll make a 
pleasure horse.” How wrong! How would 
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you like to put your wife or daughter up 
on one of those spooky beasts? The same 
applies to our wonderful Thoroughbreds. 
After teaching them to run. and finding 
them wanting. what happens? Paddock 
Sale! Some joker comes along and buys 
them for hunter prospects. if they have 
any size. But will these horses be given 
a chance? Oh. no. They will be chased 
over jumps in a corral the next day. or 
soon thereafter. and probably sold for 
“oreen hunters.” Then. when they run 
off with the average amateur rider. they 
are condemned for being hot. ete. The 
average horse of that sort never gets a 
chance. Retraining them is a tedious job. 
but also a great pleasure. Therefore. my 
proposal is to funnel unraced Thorough- 
breds into the saddle horse market. Has 
this any merit? Let me know what you 
think of it. 

If you go to the California meeting just 
distribute a few copies of the December 
25 issue. It will take care of things better 
than a lot of talk. 


Score Another for Bossuet

Using these yearlings as a yardstick, jt 
may be fair. in part anyway. to say not 
that the livestock itself is cheaper. bu 
that the fall sale prices tend to be less, 
Without a doubt. many of the “bargain” 
yearlings offered in the fall sales would 
have fetched more attractive prices at the 
summer sales had they been able to 
“make” the summer sale. 

The lower prices at the fall sales. there. 
fore. not necessarily or entirely a 
result of the overproduction so frequenth 
discussed in The Blood-Horse. There is a 
psychological factor involved the 
purchase of vearlings from either sale 
which should be recognized.

More Geldings 
(From Alan Morris, New York City) 


Regarding overproduction-of-cheap-hors. 
es problem: Conferences consulta 
tions have been held. and are very prob- 
ably still being held. We have heard a lot 
of proposals and counter-proposals. | 
would like to make my suggestions con. 
cerning the problem. 

1. A stallion produces much more off- 
spring and/or year-starters in a_ lifetime 
than a mare does. Therefore, what might 
be accomplished by eliminating 3 or 4 


cheap mares. may be better accomplished | 


by eliminating 3 or 4 cheap stallions. Any 
suggestion for the elimination of cheap 
racers would be more purposeful if. it 
considered stallions rather than mares. 
2. A rule instituted by the organization 
most capable of executing it. which would 
have the effect of eliminating cheap horses 
from reproducing their kind. after they 
have exhibited their unworthiness. This 


rule would have the general outline as | 
follows: “All male Thoroughbreds. seven | 


(7) years old or older. which have raced 
three (3) years or more. and have not 
won a minimum of 25 per cent of their 
races. be castrated in order to continue 
their eligibility to race.” 

Since it may take some racers a longer 
while to mature develop their 
potentialities than their brethren. it is 
suggested that a/l racers be given time to 
develop before any gelding or elimination 
move is made against any of them. 

Since bad luck. both racing and other- 
wise. may befall both the racer and its 
handlers. it is suggested that a long enough 
period of time. in which the racer has a 
chance to even out the bad breaks and 
show his true worth. be established before 
any move toward castration or elimination 
be started. 

Conceivably. fault may be found with 
the figures used. But when accurate data 
warrants it they can be changed. The idea 
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was merely to suggest the general form of 
a rule which would be mulled over by the 
proper authorities, 


Raise for Dr. Kater 
(From Charles W. Bruce, Bowie, Md.) 


Owner Crevolin, ex-jockey Lo Turco. 
and now Dr. John Kater’s article in Life 
magazine (January 31, 1955), entitled 
“Horse Doping. Still a Blot On Racing.” 
These and other reports should open the 
eyes of the people who are genuinely 
interested in honest. sportsmanlike horse 
racing to the dangers to the sport by the 
countenaneing of disreputable practices 
and personages at the race track. 

Too many people connected with racing 
refuse to face the fact that the continued 
success of race meetings, the protection 
of the millions of dollars invested in race 
tracks and in breeding farms, and_ the 
means of making a livelihood for thousands 
of persons engaged in the many phases of 
racing depends entirely upon one premise: 
“We need the confidence and support of 
the public in the horse racing business.” 

In this confidence-gaining attempt. I 
remember the hue and cry that went up 
from various horsemen when George 
Mahoney. as was mentioned in Dr. Kater’s 
article. instituted the receiving barns at 
Maryland, The main argument against the 
barns was that the horses would get un- 
duly excited when placed in these barns 
and. therefore. would not race as well as 
if they had remained in their “home” barn 
until race time. Nevertheless, these same 
objectors to the receiving barns thought 
little or nothing of vanning from Bowie 
to Laurel or Pimlico, or vice-versa, on the 
day of a race. I know of one strenuous 
objector to the 2-3 hours in the “receiving 
barns” who seemed quite content on 
several occassions to van his horses 60 
miles and over the day of a race in which 
he had entered. I attended horses in the 
receiving barns on at least 2 occasions and 
never witnessed any unduly excited horses 
therein. 

What was the real reason, then, for the 
opposition to Mahoney’s police-guarded 
receiving barns? Was it because it prevent- 
ed horses from being whipped, or chained. 
or batteried, or otherwise “woke up” just 
prior to a race? Was it because, as Dr. 
Kater’s article points out, that certain 
dopes must be administered within an hour 
before a race to be effective and that the 
administration of such a dope, under the 
watchful eyes of the police. would be an 
undesirable risk? Was it the thoughtless 
indifference of the great majority of the 
honest and well intentioned racing people 
to the added protection for, and the 
subsequent confidence-gaining of. the pub- 
lic who gave in to the vociferous minority 
of receiving-barn objectors? 

Whatever the reason I am sure that the 
protection to the public was not increased
